following proclamation to the people of Porto Rico: 

“In the prosecution of the war against the Kingdom of Spain by the people 
of the United States, in the cause of liberty, justice and humanity, its military forces 
have come to occupy the Island of Porto Rico. They come beating the banne-s 
of freedom, inspired by a noble purpose, to seck the enemies of our Government 
and ol yours and to destroy or capture all n armed resistance. They bring you 
the fostering whose greatest power is justice and humanity 
Hence they you from your former political 
your cheeriul acceptance of the Government of 


THE TERMS OF PEACE TO SPAIN. 

1. Cuba to be ceded to the United States for the pur- 
pose of its pacification; the United States to erect a Govern- 
ment there on its own judgment and responsibility, free 
from any challenge from any other power whatever, and 
free from any plans and methods to be employed. 

The island of Porto Rico to be ceded to the sover- 
eignty of the United States forever; the cession of several 
small islands adjacent to Cuba and Porto Rico to ‘the United 
States. 

3. A coaling station and a port in the Philippine Is- 
lands to be ceded to the United States, with conditions and 
territory necessary for its secure and economical possession. 

4. Cession of the Ladrone Islands to the United States. 

5. No cash indemnity will be required by the United 
States from Spain if the foregoing terms are accepted im- 
mediately. 

6. No cessation of hostilities will be granted until it is 
clear that Spain is ready to accept the United States’ de- 
mands. .

When Mrs. Jackson was seen Friday 
morning, the younger children were crying 
from hunger. The mother and the two elder 
children are trying to be brave, but they 
too are starving. <A street gamin passed 
through the alley carrying a tomato which 
he had probably taken from a huckster 
wagon.

I couldn't 
have slept any way. 

“Toward morning the rain fell in tor- 
rents, the wind sending the water down 
upon us in sheets. The loud thunder made 
me intensely nervous and the bright flash- 
es of lightning almost blinded me. 

“It Was an awful night. God deliver me 
from another such.

A searching inquiry-into the source of this anomaly might 
disclose the seeds of political corruption. 
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It is said of Senator Hoar that “politically, he inhabits an 
air-tight tank and breathes through a goose-quill. He is the 
Polonius of his party, garrulous, mentorial and cross-eyed, 
able to see a camel, a weasel, or a whale as the Republican 
Hamlet suggests.’’ This description, however, applies to many 
politicians other than Senator Hoar. Politics is narrowing to 
all statesmen, and they are continually studying their party's 
interest at the expense of their country’s. 

So long as President Coste adheres strictly to a merit sys- 
tem programme in the appointment of teachers he will get 
the support of the people. No one will complain of the 
choice of teachers on their merits. Favoritism is the bane of 
public institutions, and one of the principal reforms to be 
accomplished in the engrafting of the merit system upon all 
of them. 
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The chief of the medical staff with Shafter’s army declares 
that sanitation orders have been flagrantly ignored by Gen. 
Shafter. It seems incredible that any commander should so 
neglect the welfare of his men in a, climate represented to

Henry Meyer er Killed. Himself at 
the City Hospital. 


HE WAS THE FATHER 
OF NINE CHILDREN. 


DEPRESSED BECAUSE OF SICE. 
NESS AND LACK OF EM- 
PLOYMENT. 


HIS LEGS AND RIBS 
BADLY FRACTURED. 


He Quietly Lifted tho Window Screen 
on the Third Floor of the Hos- 
pital and Made the 
Fatal Leap. 


Henry Meyer, 61 years old, of 74 
Montgomery street, killed himself at the 
City Hospital between 2 and 8 o'clock Fri- 
day morning by Jumping from e third-story 
window, 

lie leaves a wife and nine children, six 
_of whom were dependent upon him for sup- 


port. 

There is littie doubt that he was de- 
mented by worry resulting from long con- 
tinued Ulness and lack of work. 

Meyer did not die instantiy when his 
body struck the stone pavement on the 
Eighteenth street side of the Hospital. He 
was found at 3:15 o'clock by the nignt 
watchman and taken to the operating 
room, 

An examination showed compound frac- 
tures of both legs, the fracture of two 
ribs and a severe scalp wound. His skull 
Was not fractured, and it Is supposed he 
struck first on his legs and side. He was 
terribly injured internally. 

liis injuries were dressed, but the doc- 
tors had not much hope of his recovery. 

He d.ed about 7 o'clock, without having 
regained consciousness. 

Meyer entered the hospital on July 
sulftering from malaria. The doctors told 
him he could be cured In short order. He 
seemed much depressed and spoke vaguely 
of family troubles. 

lie taade no threats of suicide, however, 
and his desperate action was entirely un- 
exwected. 

William Ashbrook, a patient at the hos- 
pital, who assists the nurse of division 9, 
in which Meyer was quartered, saw him 
lant befure he jumped from the window. 
Meyer seemed then to be quiet.y sleeping 
on his cot This was about 2:30 o'clock. 
Ashbrook wot up to attend to the wants 
of some of the patients. His duties took 
him out of the ward for a short time.

A few minutes later his body was found 
by the night watchman. 

Meyer jumped from the window at the 
west end of the ha.l, which runs alongs.de 
Division 9 About three feet from the win- 
dow a patient named Walker was eleeping. 
Jie was not awakened by Meyer when he 
went through the window. Meyer ec arefully 
took out the screen and it was found after- 
ward leaning against the wall beside the 
window, 

Meyer was of a most Independent dispo- 
Sition and was exceedingly cranky. Up to 
two years ago he was a hard drinker. but 
wrecked steadily as a driver of a lumber 

on. Last Apr! he became il] with ma- 
Ge ria, and then his troubles bewan. 
fie has two married sons Both are em- 
loyed by the J. F. Conrad Grocer Co., on 
ranklin avenue. The recent marr’ age of 
these young men seemed to have a depress- 
ing effect upon the old man. He struggled 
aiong against illness and despondency until 
July 23 e frequently had attacks dur- 
which he acted strangely. His son, 
Will Meyer, asked him to gro to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, offer.ng to pay all ex- 
penses, but the old man declined. 

July 23 he announced that he was going 
to the City Hospital, His wife pleaded with 
him not to go, but he was obdurate. Mrs. 
Meyer thought to prevent him by refusing 
to let him have the necessary car fare. 
This opposition served only to make hm 
more determ ned, and he went away angry. 
It was afterward learned that he had bor- 
rowed the carfuare from a neighboring 
tradeaman., 

Wednesday his son, Will, called on him 
the hospital and asked him to go away 
with him, but the old man refused. Thurs- 
day Mrs. Meyer went to see him. He com- 
pla! ned to her that he could not walk be- 
Cause of weakness in his legs. He also 
complained that his head felt queer. She 

eaced him to go with her, but he stub- 

rniy refused. 

When the family heard the news of his 
‘death the wix. small children .the youngest 
@ toddier of 2 years, were clustered about 
their mother. Their lamentations were pa- 
thetic, even the youngest joining in the 
cries, 

Mrs. Meyer after she had become com- 
posed detailed the history of her husband's 
Case a8 given. She sa'd they had had 15 
Chidren, but six had died She is de.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Whitelaw Reid 
narrowly escaped severe injury in a runa- 
way while driving near his home, Ophir 
Farm, to catch a train for New York. Mr. 
Reid heid the reins and behind him sat a 
coachman. While parsing the stable Mr.

NEW YORK, July 29.—The Baroness von

yesterday at her home in this city. Dr. 
James F. Ludden, who was called in last 
night by Baron von Putkammer, refused to 
issue a dea h certificate. He saii to a re- 
porter that he arrived at the house only a 
ew moments before the woman's death. 
“She complained of nausea, and told me 
she had been sick for several hours,”’ said 
the physician. 

Before any remedy could be administered 
Baroness von Putkammer was dead. 

Baron von Putkammer is said to have 
been @ favorite of Prince B. smarck when 
he was a General in the German army, but 
he then incurred B.searck’s displeasure by 
entering the Tu ksh army. He soon after- 
ward came to this cit where he had been 
an instructor in a rid ng academy.
